Washington, June 8.—Registration 
returns came in slowly, preventing a 
conclusive estimate of the number of 
men actually 
enrolled. 
An 
official 
statement, however, said such partial 
returns indicated that the 10,20b,GUO 
estim ate of the census bureau for the 
number of men within the prescribed 
a gen would not be equaled. 
A feature of the few complete re­ 
turns is the high percentage of the 
indicated 
exemption, averaging 
ap­ 
proximately 50 per cent of the total 
registration. 
Officials 
pointed 
out, 
however, that this did not mean ac tual 
exemptions, rh the indicated figures 
include all married men and those in 
executive, judicial, or legislative o f­ 
fice. 
Until exemption 
regulations 
have 
been promulgated it will be impossi­ 
ble to say how many of these will he 
included in those to be marked off the 
military rolls. 


Millions Claim No Exemption.

The term fixed spark means exactly! 
what it implies, although there are 
nonadjustable spark system* that a u ­ 
tomatically advance the spark.

greater intensity of the current at high 
sp ee d s reduces the lag in ignition and 
(bus brings the actual ignition nearer 
the timing a t high speeds than ut low 
sp eed s. 
Of course a fixed spark sys­ 
tem never admits of actual advance 
and is used only where the greater effi­ 
ciency and economy of the adjustable 
spark or automatic spark are not deem­ 
ed necessary or where the skill of the 
operator is not great enough to war­ 
rant the use of hu adjustable spark. 
Tho terms nonadjustable and fixed as 
applied to spark systems should not 
ive confused.

comes a nonvibrating coil, and In tile 
absence of the vibrator as a means of 
making and breaking the primary cir­ 
cuit a circuit breaker must 1ml* employ­ 
ed for tiiis purpose. Of course a timer 
does this, but not with sufficient snap 
to operate satisfactorily or to lie eco­ 
nomical of current.

A more permanent ar 
rnngeinent Is to short circuit the termi 
mils of the vibrator by means of a 
wire.
